Our lease rights include only the drag 
strip (on regulated days) and the flat 
track/motocross facilities. Our landlord, 
QV Inc., retains the majority of 
Sundays for any activities they desire in 
the drag strip area. The swap meets now 
in progress are under the control of QV 
and a third party. We're not involved.

First 
of all, with both our O.C.I.R. and 
Irwindale motocross tracks under CMC 
sanction our loyalties in that area are 
obvious.

A small, but important, point 


It has come to my attention that 
Cycle News contained mention of 
Honda’s current YMCA-NYPUM 
program in “The Latest Poop” section. 

The single paragraph item states: 
‘*‘Honda is donating $15 to 
YMCA-NYPUM (National Youth 
Program Using Minibikes) for each 
purchase of a MR-50, QA-50K2, or 
CT-70K3. The donation will be made in 
the purchaser’s name. The program will 
continue through July 31.” 

First, let me thank you for 
mentioning this worthwhile program. 
We at Honda feel it will result in 
assisting the continuance of the 
YMCA-NYPUM program. However, a 
statement contained in the story 
reported: ‘The donation will be made 
in the purchaser’s name.” This is not 
correct. 

Given a moment to consider, I am 
sure you can see that this process would 
constitute a logistical problem of 
unmanageable size. American Honda is 
contributing $15 for each warranty 
registration received for the bikes listed 
in the story. But, this money is 
contributed in a single mass payment 
not as each unit is sold. For this reason, 
it is not possible to list purchasers 
individually. 

It’s a small, but important, point. We 
would not wish any misunderstanding 
to affect the final successful outcome of 
this program. If it is possible, I would 
like to request mention be made of this 
correction in an upcoming issue of 
Cycle News West and any other edition 
of Cycle News in which this story may 
have appeared.

United States Grand Prix at Mid- 
Ohio Moto Park. 

From the time that the gate 
dropped for the first International 
moto until the checkered flag signaled 
the end of round two, the race belonged 
to the young Californian. Newly 
crowned 125cc World Champion Gaston 
Rahier, along with the top five 
European and Japanese riders listed in 
the points standings, could do no more 
than catch an occasional whiff of 
Smith’s dust. It wasn’t even close. 


The 500cc Support class heads out with eventual winner Mark (23) Blackwell 
already at point and third place man (305) Jim Slife hanging the outside. 


Yoshifumo Sugio, riding for Team 
Yamaha, put in an excellent second best 
performance. Sugio scored three-two in 
the two 40-minute-plus-two-lap motos 
ahead of third placer Gilbert DeRoover. 
The Belgian, a factory rider for 
Zundapp, finished with a four-two total. 

Can-Am’s Jimmy Ellis and Dan 
Turner, who piloted a privateer Honda, 
filled out the top five in the day’s 
overall placings. 


In the 500cc Support race, 


Husqvarna’s Mark Blackwell pulled a 
runaway act much similar to Smith's, 








The Americans. Between them, Jimmy Ellis and Marty Smith 
gave the Yurpeens something to ponder. 











leaving the pack behind in both 20 
minute rounds. Carl Zortman held a 
commanding second place in both 
motos for second overall while Jim Slife 
worked his Maico into third. 

Psyche-out tactics, one of them 
accidental, were in play on Sunday 
morning when Rahier qualified at a 
reported time of 1:58; a full eight 
seconds faster than the track record, 
and much quicker than any other time 
for the weekend! The story spread 
through the pits, and had every rider 
shaking his head and wondering what 
super secret Suzuki had planted in the 
champ’s bike that made it so quick. 

Later in the day, however, the time 
was announced to be incorrect, 
although the true time at 2:01.8 still 
beat everyone else’s. Rahier’s bike 
weighed in at 171.0 pounds, the lightest 
machine there; and his clinching of the 
World Championship title in 
Czechoslovakia on the previous 


weekend only added to the 
psychological weight that must have 
been building on Smith's pre-race 


attitude. The Belgian, although small in 
stature, carried a mighty large and 
formidable reputation. 

When the International class erupted 
onto the long, slightly uphill starting 
chute, reputations were checked at the 
gate and only the riders’ immediate 
ability counted. Marty Smith’s 
red-frame Honda works bike pulled 
them all out of the hole, led them 
through tum one, and kissed them 
good-by. Smith was never headed or 
seriously challenged throughout the 
event. 

By the end of lap one, Marty had put 
a six second gap between himself and 
Nils Arne Nilsson, who was engaged in a 
fight for second place with Dan Turner. 
Rahier cruised quickly in fourth, ahead 
of Mark Tyer, Gilbert DeRoover and 
Yoshifumo Sugio. 

Sugio on a factory Yamaha, had 
posted second fastest time in the 
qualifying laps and had a promising day 
ahead. American Yamaha teamster Tim 
Hart, on the other hand, had qualified 
third fastest, but got shut out at the 
start and was stuck back in 26th place. 
Tim was to recover, putting in an 
impressive ride to take seventh by the 
moto’s end. 

Rahier. and DeRoover picked up 
positions in the opening laps as Nilsson 
and Tyer dropped back. Lap two saw 
Rahier slip into third with DeRoover 
not far behind in fourth place. 

On the third lap, Rahier dropped 
way back to 11th place after trying to 
get by an out of shape Dan Turner. 
When Turner got sideways, Rahier later 
said, he’d attempted to cut inside, but 
the Honda had also veered in the same 
direction. Turner recovered; Rahier did 
not. The fall bent the Suzuki's 
handlebars and, as Rahier described it, 
caused him to fall a second time when he 
tried to ride fast enough to make up for 
lost time. 

Jimmy Ellis had started poorly, but 
was absolutely flying on his way up 
through the field. On the Mid-Ohio 
downhill double jump, only Ellis and 
Smith were clearing both mounds, a 
distance of 90-100 feet! Even last year's 
Inter-AMA contestants had not covered 
that section of track at such speed. Ellis, 
15th at the completion of the opening 
lap, made it up to fifth by the end of 
the 45 minutes. 

Team CZ, represented by Antonin 
Baborovsky and Jiri Churavy, showed 
up with a pair of the extra trick looking 
Czecho machines. Churavy put in the 
better showing by racking up a ninth 
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Gilbert DeRoover (Zun), highest placing among the European “big guns.” As 125cc motocross 
comes of age in the U.S., no more easy walkovers.

placing in round one and backing it up 
with a fifth in the second leg for sixth 
overall. Baborovsky rode with 
determination, but a broken expansion 
chamber robbed him of anything better 
than an llth first moto score. He 
dropped out of round two following a 
dead last start and thus lost any chance 
at an overall placing. 

Smith wrapped up round one, still 
safely in the lead, to the cheers of an 
amazed crowd. That an American rider 
could put it to the Europeans with such 
ease seemed nothing short of incredible. 

Gilbert DeRoover finished a solid 
second ahead of Sugio, Suzuki rider 
Akira Watanabe and Jimmy Ellis. 

Marty Smith produced an exact 
carbon copy of his first moto start when 
the gate fell for the second bout. 
Teammate Tommy Croft held second, 
being pushed hard by Yoshifumo Sugio, 
as Dan Turner held off Jimmy Ellis for 
fourth. 

DeRoover, on the Zundapp, was 
ninth and climbing. Tim Hart followed 
in 10th. 

Smith banzaied the first lap, at one 
point completely coming off the bike as 
it crested a hill, then clambering back

on while negotiating an off camber 
downhill left hand turn! 

Rahier crashed again and returned to 
the pits early in the second round. It 
was undoubtedly the worst race day of 
his career and, reportedly, the first time 
that he and the 125cc Suzook had 
registered a DNF. 

Sugio took over second place as 
Tommy Croft felt the pressure of GP 
competition; and Jimmy Ellis also 
overtook Croft for third shortly after. 

The top three places remained un- 
changed, but a pair of exciting poor start 
recovery battles were being waged back 
in the ranks. Among them was 
De Roover’s smooth fast trip up from 
ninth to fourth. Jiri Churavy, 18th at 
the end of lap one, was making the 
factory CZ do every trick in its 
repetoire in a run up to fifth. 

Smith completed the ride, which by 
this time had become a new standard in 
125ce racing; among those who 








witnessed it, an easy winner. The win 
marked Honda’s second overall MX GP 
victory; the first being Karsmakers’ 
Canadian 500cc round only the week 
before. And while it wasn’t the first 
time an American had won a 
points-paying Grand Prix, the 
outrageous double moto runaway 
definitely indicates that the time has 
come for an American World Champion 
motocross rider. Perhaps, if Honda will 
back him next year, Marty Smith will be 
that rider. @

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Just a year ago, the California 
legislature gave the Califomia Air 
Resources Board (CARB) 
authority to set emissions 
standards for both on-road and 
off-road motorcycles. This came 
in the wake of a controversial 
proposal. by the Federal EPA which 
would have restricted sale and operation 
of motorcycles in California, going so 
far as to totally ban two-strokes. Since 
all the flap has died down, observers 
have been waiting for the various 
government agencies to drop the other 
shoe. 

Now, CARB has announced a public 
hearing July 15 im San Francisco on a 
proposed limit of 1:0 grams per 
kilometer (gm/km) of hydrocarbons 
(HC) on all on-road motorcycles 
beginning with the 1978 model year. 
That’s a heavy thump. 

You'll see in Table I how 
currently-offered motorcycles measure 
up in hydrocarbon emissions with no 
controls. There are some small 
four-stroke engines that could meet a 
1.0 gm/km limit with no modifications 
— all Hondas. (Note: when EPA is the 
test agency, they refuse to name the 
make of bike tested. In most cases, 
though, the source is pretty obvious.) 

Everyone in the industry concedes 
that, if adopted, a 1.0 gm/km limit 
would virtually eliminate two-strokes 
from on-road use. This should explain 
the “up in the air” feeling you’re going 
to get at new model introductions this 
coming year. With production schedules 
having to be set a year or more in 
advance and nobody able to guess what 
the government will finally slap us with, 
everyone is grasping at straws. Except, 
maybe, Honda. The firms that have 
built their road line around two-strokes 
are scrambling hardest. Yamaha and 
Suzuki are going to hurt the worst, if it 
all comes to pass. 

Just because the one gram limit has 
been proposed, however, it is not yet 
cast in concrete. Some say the proposal 
is a political ploy to stir the Federal 
EPA into action. It comes at,a time 
when CARB is skirmishing with EPA 
over pollution emergency planning, and 
with the Los Angeles Air Pollution 
Control District over stationary source 
monitoring and enforcement. It puts the 
issue of motorcycle emissions against a 
visibly shifting background of 
bureaucratic position-fighting. 

In order for the one gram limit to go 
into effect, two things must happen. 
First, CARB must hold a_ public 
hearing on the proposal. That will be 
the one at the Unified School District 
Building, 170 Fell St. in San Francisco 
on July 15. Once public comments are 
in, and CARB still decides to go ahead 
with the one gram standard, they must 
then obtain a waiver from the Federal 
EPA according to. an established 
procedure, since their standard will be 
in effect more stringent than nationwide 
Federal standards (of which there are 
none for motorcycles, at present.) 

In granting or denying such a waiver, 
the Feds have made it clear they will use 
only the legalistic guidelines from the 
Clean Air Act of 1970. EPA 
Administrator Russell Train has stated, 
concerning a similar auto emissions 
waiver that was granted: “I do not view 
the arguments of increased cost or fuel 
economy penalties, or only marginal 
improvements in air quality, advanced 
by some as arguments against the 
waiver, as controlling in my 
decision...” 

In short, Mr. Train and the Feds are 
saying, “We don’t care how they do it in 
California”. No matter that controls 
may waste money, waste fuel, or make 
little difference in overall air quality. If 
it’s done according to the letter of the 
law, the Feds won’t interfere. 

One ray of hope shines in the whole 
messy business. CARB’s own staff, in a 
report for the board, has recommended

that the board not adopt a motorcycle 
emission standard for California, but 
instead wait and adopt proposed new 
EPA regulations when they are released. 

The draft EPA standards call for a 
Jan. 1, 1978 effective date, would set 
5.0 gm/km for bikes under 170cc, 14 
gm/km for bikes over 750cc, and a 
sliding scale between those figures for 
bikes 171-749cc. Off-road bikes would 
remain uncontrolled. 

Under this 5-14 gm/km_ plan, 
four-strokes would. need no additional 
controls. Four out of the 25 two-strokes 
in Table I could get by without 
controls, also. As for the rest, CARB’s 
staff says "simple engine modifications” 
would bring most into compliance. 
They also state that with these unnamed 
modifications, “An improvement in fuel 
economy of 5-10 percent (is) expected 
by most manufacturers.” Apparently 
they are looking toward general 
detuning, leaner mixtures, and higher 
overall gearing to achieve the desired 
result. 

Industry spokesmen are expected to 
lean heavily in favor of the CARB staff 
report. Cost of compliance is estimated 
at about one fourth that for bringing 
cars into compliance with the 1977 
standards already on the books. At this 
point, the industry is ready to agree to 
anything that offers a way out. 

Going a bit deeper into the board’s 
motivation, it helps to examine the 
CARB staff’s “Emission inventories” for 
the SoCal Air Basin 
(SCAB)...(somehow the acronym 
fits... Ed.) According to their figures, 
motor vehicles, all types, pump 599 
tons/day of HC into the area. Of that, 
17 tons/day, or 2.8 percent, is 
attributable to motorcycles. Small 
potatoes, huh? CARB’s justification for 
going at this thing at all is, because all 
other sources are under control, 
motorcycles, as the largest uncontrolled 
group, will account for a greater 
percentage as time goes by. 

Their figures bear this out. As 
ever-tighter controls on cars and trucks 
take hold, overall emissions will drop to 
216 tons/day by 1985 while 
uncontrolled motorcycle emissions rise 
to 24 tons/day, or 11 percent of the 
total. Eleven percent is still small 
potatoes, especially when you realize 
these figures don’t include the emissions 
from all stationary (industrial) sources. 
What it boils down to is the bureaucrat’s 
standard jealousy of any thing or group 
not under bureaucratic control. We 
happen to be the most visible 
“uncontrolled” group left. 

The CARB staff has not figured the 
effects of a one gram/kilometer 
standard yet, but they have calculated 
that the EPA controls would, on a 
sales-weighted average, decrease per-bike 
emissions by 40 percent and hold the 
line at 17 tons/day overall in the face of 
rising motorcycle sales. The staff has 
concluded that the costs/benefits are 
favorable for the EPA plan, and the 
report (as stated exticck recommends 
that CARB sit tight until EPA moves. 

The one gram standard is the board’s 
way of signalling that they don’t trust 
the EPA to move. The sticky part, for 
all riders, is the fact that what began as 
a political prod could, if unopposed, 
become a binding regulation through 
the efforts of conservationists and 
motorcycle-haters. 

Industry spokesmen will be closeted 
with the board in a closed work session 
before the July 15 hearing, and they 
also will make public statements at the 
hearing. Without input from motorcycle 
buyers, however, their presentations, 
though perfectly correct, could ring 
hollow in the ears of the bureaucrats.

at Stockton Mile

History was made today as Scott 
Brelsford piloted his 
prepared Kawasaki 
triple to a dusty victory

AMA Regional, Championship 
Stockton Mile. It was the first win 
for a two stroke in AMA Expert 
class mile track competition. It 


was also a long overdue victory for 
Brelsford. “I’ve been waiting for two 
years for these miles.”’ Brelsford stated 
after the race that he led from the first 
lap to the checkers. 

Following Brelsford home was 
Stockton’s own, Alex Jorgensen aboard 
a Norton. Jorgensen, who stated later 
that all he needed was “more laps”, 
took the lead going into the first turn of 
the 12 lap Main and held it until 
Brelsford rocketed out of a mid-pack 
position in the second turn and blitzed 
Jorgensen on the back straight. The ease 
with which Brelsford accomplished this 
feat was incredible. By turn three 
Brelsford was in the lead and coming 
out of tum four on the first lap, 
Brelsford began to pull away. 

Behind the two leaders, Tom White 
(H-D), John Gennai (Tri), and Frank 
Gillespie (H-D) rounded out the top 
five. Gene Romero (Yam) who had run 
fourth in the fastest Expert heat, pulled 
into the pits before the first lap was 
finished complaining of blinding dust. 
“I couldn’t see, so I pulled in. It’s not 
worth it to me.” the former National 
Champion stated after the race. 

On lap two Jorgensen, who won the 
Junior Main at the first Stockton Mile, 
seemed to catch his breath and moved 
up on Brelsford, but the 105 


horsepower that Brelsford held in his 
right hand were unbeatable. Kanemoto 
had changed gearing for more top speed 
following the heat race in which John 
Gennai (Tri) handily defeated all comers 
with a bouncing charge, through the 
chuck holes and dust, to the flag. 
Brelsford was observed during his heat 
leaning over the bars on the back 
straight in an effort to keep the front 
wheel on the ground. 

From lap three to lap eight there was 
no change in the first five positions 
although a fight was in the making for 
third place between Tom White (H-D), 
John Gennai (Tri), Frank Gillespie 
(H-D) and Rick Hocking (Yam). The 
four way dirt chase between the three 
heat winners and young Hocking lasted 
but a lap, however. John Gennai began 
fading on the back stretch and as the 
ninth lap unreeled, Gennai came by in 
seventh place. Gennai continued to drop 
back, eventually finishing eleventh. A 
split battery was the cause of Gennai’s 
problems. “It split apart. I'll have to 
mount it differently next time.” Gennai 
stated as he loaded his van. 

Gennai’s loss was Frank Gillespie’s 
gain, at least for a lap, then Rick 
Hocking passed the Harley mounted 
rider and moved into fourth place 
behind Tom White. But Hocking’s 
position wasn’t secure and Paul Bostrom 
(H-D), who had been hounding Hocking 
from lap four, passed the Rocky Cycle 
Supply Special on the eleventh lap and 
held on to the finish. Hocking had

qualified fifth fastest during time trials 
and finished fifth in the race. Of the ten 
fastest qualifiers, Hocking’s fifth place 
was the highest. Fastest qualifier for the 
second year in a row, Rex Beauchamp 
didn’t make it out of his heat. Neither 
did second fastest qualifier, Mert 
Lawwill. The two Harley riders were the 
odds on favorites going into the heat 
races as they were the only riders to 
crack the 41 second mark on the cobby 
track. With only the first four riders 
transferring directly to the Main, 
because the promoters cut the Semis 
from the program, Beauchamp and 
Lawwill were out in the cold almost 
before they began. 


Finishing behind Frank Gillespie in 
seventh place was hard charging Jim 
Odom who pulled off an amazing save 
on his way to a second place finish

behind Gillespie in the second heat. 
When asked about his turn two handle 
bar pivot, Odom gestured toward the 
turn and said, “I fell more in that turn 
today than I care to think about.” 

When asked for his comments after 
the race, Brelsford replied that, “I was 
almost worn out after five laps. From 
there on it was just acting . . . I thought 
Jorgy had a whole pack right behind 
him and he seemed to be just behind 
me ... the engine was running rich, and 
IÍ couldn't really turn it on when I 
wanted to, but when it came on 
upstairs, whew!” 

Irv Kanemoto, who has been 
developing the Kawasaki triple for mile 
dirt track racing for three years, was all 
smiles as he loaded his green and white 
history maker. After shaking everyone 
up at San Jose until a cracked exhaust 
pipe and a snapped rod ended 
Brelsford's ride in the National, the 
promise the Kanemoto Kawasaki has 
shown is finally being realized. 
Kanemoto and Brelsford will be at 
Sacramento for the $17,500 CMC race, 
but their main goal is a winning return 
to San Jose. 

Besides the history making Expert 
races, a full regional competition 
program was run off complete with six 
Novice heats, four Junior heats, and 
four Expert heats. Continued grooming 
of the less than ideal track surface, and 
the near 300 rider entry, which put the 
surface to a continuous test, caused 
delays from the start. The first Junior 
heats didn’t get underway until four in 
the afternoon and the Experts hit the 
first turn roughly one hour later. 

In Novice action, the twelve man, six 
lap Main turned into a cake walk for 
Gordon Kidd aboard a, what else, 
Yamaha. Kidd led from the second lap, 
when he passed Ted Davidson, to the 
finish. Davidson, who along with Vince 
Mead are Ascot regulars, bowed to the 
pressure of Ricky Graham (Bul) and 
wound up in third place on the third lap 
and that is where the Pacific Coast 
Regional Novice points leader finished. 
Graham's pursuit of Kidd proved 
fruitless and he crossed the line in

second place where he was immediately 
protested. Sponsor Pete Pistone laughed 
about the protest later. “They can’t 
believe a single can go that fast. At 
Ascot they make a big deal about it, 
you know, The Lone Bull, cause it’s the 
only Bultaco that makes the Main all 
the time.” Two protests were filed, one 
for fuel and one for overbore, but the 
results stood. 

Steve Eklund (Yam), current Pacific 
Coast Region Junior points leader, won 
the 10 lap Junior Main with ease after 
his chief opponent, Dan McWhorter 
parked his Yamaha against the railing of 
turn two after leading the first four laps. 
McWhorter’s rear wheel had come adrift 
under the pounding of the track. With 
McWhorter out, Eklund, who had twice 
as many regional points as McWhorter 
going into today’s event, further 
consolidated his championship lead with 
a win over Nick Nazzisi (Yam). Nazzisi 
charged from seventh place on the first 
lap to sixth on the second, fifth on the 
third, fourth on the fifth, third place on 
lap eight, and finally passed Brian 
Garcia (Yam) on the next to last lap to 
take over the runner up slot. Garcia 
finished third ahead of the Harley of 
Scott Pearson who had started the race 
in second place behind McWhorter, but 
had been passed by Eklund on lap three. 
Garcia passed Pearson on lap seven and 
Nazzisi did the same one lap later. Amid 
all this passing rode Brad Hurst who 
commanded the second half of the pack 
from the third lap to the end. e

COPETOWN, ONT., CANADA, JUNE 29 


Team Honda 
Karsmakers wrestled his

red-frame works bike to an overall 
win at Canada’s first 500cc MX 


Grand Prix Sunday. Despite rough 
and dusty track conditions that 
sidelined other serious 
competitors, Karsmakers managed 
to rack up a fast, consistent 2-2 score, 
bettering Suzuki ace Gerrit Wolsink’s 
second place 4-1 score by one point. 
American riders Tony DiStefano, 
Steve Stackable and Mike Runyard held 
the Stars and Stripes high over Ontario, 


finishing third, fourth and fifth, 
respectively. 
The anticipated skirmish between 


World Championship points leaders, 
Heikki Mikkola and Roger DeCoster, 
ended when both riders DNFed the 
second moto. Tied at 131 points each 
following the United States GP, both 
were frustrated in their attempts to 
make a substantial gain on one another 
in Canada. 

Reigning World Champion on a 
Husqvarna, Mikkola crashed heavily on 
the opening lap of the second moto, 
Stunned by the fall, he was unable to 
continue and had to settle with third 
place in the first moto as his total gain 
for the weekend. 

DeCoster invested forty minutes more 
of intense effort before he too failed to 
score in the second moto, Only two laps 
from what might have been a perfect 
1-1 victory for Suzuki, DeCoster's 
machine suddenly quit. The thoroughly 
discouraged rider was left with only a 
long walk back to the pits for his 
efforts. 

By virtue of DeCoster’s first moto win 
over Mikkola’s third in that leg, 
DeCoster attained a skimpy five point 
lead in the points battle. . hardly worth 
the effort. 

First Canadian honors fell to 
Kawasaki rider Jan Eric Sallqvist, who 
made his 11-9 moto finishes into a sixth 
place in the day’s overall standings. 

America’s main man in 500cc class 
World Championship competition, Brad 
Lackey, put forth a strong, very 
professional-looking effort only to be 
thwarted by air filter failure. After 
finishing a strong fifth in the first moto 
with a motor that got so sick that it had 
to be switched between motos, Lackey 





fell victim to dust that filled the foam 
element and killed the new motor at 
approximately the twenty-five minute 
mark of the final round. 

Steel City Riders Motorcycle Club 
members manned the event, and they 
proceeded throughout the weekend to 


keep all facets of both rider and 
spectator accomodations (except dust 
control) running like clockwork. 
Favored with clear weather and 


temperatures in the eighties, the event 
can only be regarded as successful. Over 
10,000 spectators seemed to agree. 

Observing the extra inspection 
controls associated with FIM sanctioned 
Grand Prix events became an education 
in fine art of half enforcing the rules. 
For example, each entrant in the GP 
class was rationed six gallons of 
gasoline, as required by FIM rules. But 
after giving the mechanics their fuel, the 
machines’ gas tanks were not inspected 
(after the race) to see if it had been 
used. 

Sound testing was done with the bikes 
sitting stationary in neutral. Considering 
the amount of chain slap on the LTR 
suspensions, perhaps it wasn't such a 
bad idea. 

Weigh-in of each bike was done on a 
scale that required someone to hold the 
bikes upright, and in every case, that 
someone was the mechanic. What 
wrench could resist applying a little 
pressure on the seat and handlebars if it 
appeared that his bike wouldn't tip the 
scales at the legal limit? 

Again, it's not a case of criticizing the 
club. But when so much is at stake, it's 
not wise to make it so easy to cheat! 

If anyone doubts that these World 
Championship contenders are anything 
but dead serious in their efforts toward 
scoring GP points, it’s because he’s 
never seen a GP.. Unlike previous 
Trans-AMA and Inter-AMA events that 
we've had the pleasure of seeing, where 
the Europeans didn’t seem to find it 
absolutely necessary to win, the World 
Championship rounds are life itself. 
Until you've seen Mikkola, DeCoster 
and the others ride a GP, you haven’t 
seen them ride at all. It’s uncanny. 





Their seriousness and sense of urgency 
proved to be contagious. As the first 
International class moto burst from the 
starting gate, the entire crowd stood up 
and murmured a multi-lingual sound 
that meant something along the lines of 
“Wow, this is unbelievable!” 

The Copttown track sported one of 
the most spectacular first turns ever 
seen this side of the Atlantic; a fast 
off-camber downhill left hander. The 
entire course was grass covered natural 
terrain, It was super rough, and totally 
demanding of the riders’ strength and 
ability to pick lines. 

It was Pierre Karsmakers who shot to 
the front of the first moto, but Roger 
DeCoster had his Suzuki glued to the 
tread on the Honda’s rear knobby. Steve 
Stackable held third™place just ahead of 
Heikki Mikkola. 

By the end of lap one, DeCoster had 
slid smoothly past Karsmakers and into 
the lead. Stackable was able to stay 
ahead of Mikkola for one more lap before 
the World Champ got by and fell into 
third well behind Karsmakers. Lackey 
rode smoothly in fifth followed by 
Bengt Aberg, Billy Grossi and Tony 
DiStefano. 

The poor Start of the Day award went 
to Gerrit Wolsink who somehow had 
been shut off back in sixteenth place. 
Gerrit was soon to overcome that 
handicap, however, and earn the Best 
Recovery of the Day award in doing so. 

Lap four saw Lackey pass Stackable 
to take over fourth place. Meanwhile, 
DeCoster was stepping out to establish a 
fifteen second lead over Karsmakers 
who maintained a similarly long lead 
over Mikkola. 

The man to watch in this moto, 
however, was Gerrit Wolsink. From his 
sixteenth place starting position, he 
moved up into eighth place by the end 
of lap six. Four laps later he was 
hounding Lackey for fourth. Bad Brad 
didn’t stand a chance. Once past 
Lackey, Wolsink sneaked up behind 
Mikkola, but when Heikki noticed him 
there, he stepped up the pace and 
Gerrit, no doubt exhausted from his 
charge through the pack, could not pass. 

The moto ended with DeCoster an 
easy winner and Karsmakers safely in 
second, followed by Mikkola, Wolsink, 
Lackey and DiStefano. 

Aberg had dropped out with engine 
failure. Billy Grossi had wrenched his 
back, without falling, on the choppy 
back section of the course and was in 
too much pain to ride the second moto. 
Lackey, although he’d held his ground 
in fifth place, was riding an 
underpowered bike; the top end was 
shot from an overdose of dust. Steve 
Stackable had worn out a pair of 
shocks, finishing the race without the 
benefit of any damping action in 
seventh. And the audience was nearly as 
tired as the riders were from running 
back and forth from one fence to the 
other following the action, 

Stackable, after having his mechanic 
put a new pair of Bilsteins on his “old” 
400cc Maico and catching a nap 
between motos, pulled a super holeshot 
on the International class. Heikki 
Mikkola put a quick move on Stackable, 
trying to get by quickly and take 
advantage of being in the lead before 
the dust got too heavy and build up a 
margin over DeCoster. 

As they crested one of Copetown’s 
bumpy uphills, Mikkola’s Husky found 
a hole, popping the rear wheel up over 
the champ’s head and dumping him 
solidly in the dirt. Mikkola stayed on 
the ground for a few seconds as the 
others roared past, then got up and was 
sitting on the bike, not really sure what 
to do next, when his mechanic showed 
up and helped him off the track. 

Stackable held the lead at the end of 
lap one, but Gerrit Wolsink didn’t let 
him keep it for two. Karsmakers, in the 
meanwhile, had moved up from fifth 
pulling DeCoster along behind. At the 
end of lap five Wolsink held a sixteen 
second advantage over Karsmakers, 
DeCoster cruised along five seconds 
back, leading Lackey, Stackable and 
Tony D. 

Between the fifteen and twenty 
minute marks, DeCoster glided up to 
Karsmakers’ wildly bucking Honda and 
then slipped by. Brad Lackey also 
pulled up behind Pierre, but was unable 
to do any harm since his Husky was 
starting to feel the effects of having an 


air filter full of dirt. He was forced out 
shortly thereafter. 


Wolsink motored along smoothly and » 
almost effortlessly in the lead, but sly 
Roger was cutting slightly quicker lap = 
times and gaining on every turn. 


At twenty five minutes into the moto, 


DeCoster decided to step up the pace, z 

and on the twenty-eight mark ‘simply fres] e ES rice 
overtook Wolsink. In the next half lap, 

he built up a five second lead over his 


Suzuki teammate. He made it look easy, 
but those standing next to-the track 
could feel the impact when he hit the 
berms and feel the spray that the 
factory Suzuki threw into the snow 
fence. Roger DeCoster, when riding at, 
or near, 100% of his ability, is nothing 
short of incredible! 

He had it wrapped up. Totally. 
Undisputably. Until the fortieth minute 
when the machine simply stopped 
running. 

It was later discovered that one of the 
electrical components had failed, 
cutting off the fire to the spark plug. 
What, one minute ago, had been a sure 
victory and a twenty GP point lead over 
Mikkola, suddenly was stolen from him 
after making him work for forty long 
minutes. 

Gerrit Wolsink re-inherited the lead 
and the moto win for second overall. 
Pierre Karsmakers maintained second 
place; good enough for the day’s overall 
victory.

Shaw was the only rider to transfer 
to both Mains, but in the Scratch he 
also had his problems, pocketing last 
place. Sexton, however, looked superb, 
hanging close to the pole and not once 
making a mistake. He built a five yard 
lead at the end of the first lap and 
continued to add to it throughout the 
four-lap feature. Bill Cody, high on the 
groove held back Steve Nutter for 
second. 

Earlier, Bill Cody had won a sizzler 
in the Handicap Consy, coming from 
the 30.

The first Championship event of the 
1975 season was hosted by Bakersfield.

National Motorcycle Champion- 
ships were held this fourth of July 
weekend at Carlsbad Raceway. 


There were a great many improve- 
ments over last year’s program, 
but unfortunately a couple of 
rip-offs were added. 


The one that seems to be the biggest 
burn was that Yamaha paid for 
promotional rights. This in itself was 
pretty neat — the trouble started when 
all riders were given bibs at signup to 
wear with their number on it and in 
great big letter also included was 
Yamaha. The rider’s name was not on 
the bib. The complaints started at the 
first rider’s meeting on Friday with 
some of the riders stating they had 
worked hard to get a sponsor and now 
the sponsor’s name would be covered 
with Yamaha and it could mean their 
sponsor might drop them. They were 
told if they did not wear the bib they 
would be disqualified. This really upset 
a lot of riders and sponsors. 


Sambo’s restaurants were also big 
contributors, but Sambo’s was not 
written on the bib. Sambo’s should be 





applauded for their efforts. Not only 
did they help contribute to the event, 
they had personnel present handing out 
little gifts to spectators and riders 
without forcing underhanded 
advertising tactics for the riders. 

Although this Yamaha rip-off 
probably won't happen again the 
damage has already been done. Cherry 
Stockton added, “I think we got sold 
out. Your sponsor does all the work and 
Yamaha reaps all the benefits. If we 
would have gotten start money then 
that’s different, but we didn’t.” 

Unlike last year when one rider 
(Nancy Payne) dominated the whole 
event, this year there were several 
winners. Arizona rider Teri Kezar, who 
won the title of Grand National 
Champion, did so by a slim margin of 
one point over second place finisher 
Lori Watson. Johanna Stenerson, who 
was a strong contender, had more than 
her share of mechanical problems and 
still did quite well. Sue Fish, whom 
many thought would be this year’s 
winner, was out of the event early with

bike trouble. Last year’s winner Nancy 
Payne did not ride the event and has 
retired from racing. 

On Friday the Grands Prix were held 
on a five mile course that consisted of 
tight turns, jumps, narrow trails and 
asphalt. Many riders did not ride this 
event, because of the punishment it has 
on bike and body. They wanted to save 
it for the motocross. One rider that 
stood out was an entry in the granny 
class named Patti Hulse who rode a 500 
BSA and was cheered by the whole 
crowd as she took a second in her class. 

The motos ran on Saturday and again 
like last year most of the excitement 
was in the 125 and 250 Expert classes. 

The first 125 Expert moto Johanna 
Stenerson (Hon) took the lead and was 
challenged by Lori Watson (Yam). After 
a few laps Stenerson grabbed a huge 
lead all the way to the finish. Watson 





took second, and third was 13-year-old 
Teri Bender (Yam). 

In the second moto something 
unusual happened. Nancy Thomas (Hon), 
an Oregon rider, had blown up in 
practice. Her pit crew was able to get 
her bike running, but not until about 
halfway through the first moto and she 
was only able to ride the finish of the 
first. race. In the second moto Nancy 
took the lead while Watson and Kezar 
diced it out for second. Kezar did pass 
Watson once, but was passed back, and 
although Watson was right on Thomas’ 
rear wheel she couldn’t pass her. If Lori 
Watson could have passed Thomas or 
Thomas hadn’t ridden, Lori Watson 
would have been the Grand National 
Champion, that’s how close things were. 

In the first 250 moto Teri Kezar 
(Yam) diced it out with Lori Watson 
again and after a few laps went on to a

easy win. Teri was riding a 250, Lori 
was riding a 126cc Honda. She was 
protested by Dawn Grant who claimed 
she was riding a 125, but after tearing 
her bike down it was proven she was 
legal. In the final moto Kezar took the 
win, with second going again to Watson 
and third place to Cherry Stockton 
(Bul). 

The final race of the day a girl could 
have a guy ride for her in a special men’s 
race that was a fun event. Would you 
believe there were more than 80 entries! 
The Pro-Experts got their own race and 
it was pretty exciting with all the 
women yelling for their rider. Mike 
Hannon (Bul) was riding for Nancy 
Thomas and took the lead only to go 
over the jump and have his handlebars 
snap. He took a nasty spill, but was 
uninjured. Marty Moates (Hon) had a 
good lead for about half the race, but 
his bike gave out and Wayne Boyer (CZ) 
went on to win, riding for Johanna 
Stenerson. The second race was a real 
nightmare with about 60 guys in the 
race. The winner was Johanna 
Stenerson’s brother who managed to 
survive. 

The trophy presentation was too 
long and drawn out with lots of people 
leaving halfway through it. There was 
no loud speaker and Jimmy Weinert 
who was supposed to help pass out 
trophies never showed. 
Seventecn-year-old Teri Kezar was the 
Grand National Champion and walked 
away with most of the contingencies. 
Lori Watson was the 125 National 
Champion. 

There was to be given out as part of 
this event 10 tickets by invitation to 
ride in the Superbowl of Motocross to 
10 different women. They were to be 
awarded on basis of sportsmanship and 
riding ability. Lori Watson did not 
receive an invitation to ride. It seems 
only fair that the 125 champion should 
have received one. Lori proved her 
riding ability and was sportsmanlike at 
all times. The riders feel this should 
have been done by points and not left 
up to one individual to decide who 
should ride. 

Lori Watson commented, “I was 
really hurt that I didn’t receive an 
invitation to ride, but I’m not going to 
be a sniveler about it. What I would 
really like is to be an imspiration to 
women over 35 to get out and do all the 
things they think they are too old for.”

a one-two-three CZ sweep at the 
DRA Firecracker 66 triple Hare 
Scrambles.

Conroy moved into 
second by blasting past Morgan Malocco 
(400 Yam) on a downhill just before the 
pits and then moved past Hasten to 
occupy first at the end of the loop. 
Malocco dropped out with a broken 
throttle cable. 

Padilla was arguing possession of 
second place with Rich Mark (450 Hus) 
as the leaders started the second loop. 
Mark, just out of the Marines, was 
making his first DRA appearance in 
nearly a year. 

Completing the second loop, Conroy 
charged into the finish chute, hit a bush 
and did an end-over-end number right 
where all the spectators could see. 
Emerging from the giant dust cloud, Bill 
picked up the bike and set off for the 
third and final loop, embarrassed 
possibly, but unhurt. 

Padilla moved into second place as 
Mark's long layoff was beginning to tell. 
His hands didn’t have the needed 
callouses, and the huge blisters he was 
developing made just hanging on a 
major effort. Give him a couple of races 
to get back in shape and he'll be a 
contender for an overall win. 

Phil Stumbo (250 CZ) took 
advantage of the situation as well, sort 
of sneaking by Mark at the beginning of 
the third loop and closing some of the 
distance on Padilla. 

Conroy had a good lead on his CZ 
compatriots as he finished the 66-mile 
race. Mark got a fourth, ahead of 
Gordon Schmid (400 Yam). Schmid had 
to work his way through the pack today 
after running 13th on the first loop. 
Along the way he had to battle with his 
son Vance (250 Yam) who did not let 
his “old man”’ by without a fight. Vance 
finished seventh, right behind Jamie 
Avels (400 Yam) but he did get first 
Amateur. 

Allen Meek (125 Hon) had a really 
good ride today, moving up from 20th 
to 10th, capturing first Novice honors as 
well as first small-bore. Leonard Jones 
(250 Bul) was the first of the Old 
Timers to finish. Leslie Klug won the 
“A” Powderpuff division as usual and 
Michelle Griffin (125 Hus) made it two 
“B” wins in a row. 

Ken Maas (175 Pen) led the 
Beginners on the first loop and at the 
finish as well, passing Tim Catterall (250 
Hus) just before the finish.

The dryness of the hill proved the 
undoing of bike after bike. There was 
just no traction, and despite the look of 
the hill, getting to the top proved an 
impossible task for most of the 
climbers. Only one third of the riders 
were able to top the hill from the 
starting log at the base. 

The log was moved higher on the hill 
and into the deep, loose, powdery dust. 
This spot really took its toll. A run of 
100 feet from the start was good 
enough to decide several class winners.

Rules and regulations 
governing the two qualifying 
meets were strict and riders from 
Albany south to the California 
border obeyed or didn’t “qualify.” 
Yamaha International was a bit slow in 
getting out the necessary information in 
the first place and despite all-out efforts 
on the part of local Yamaha dealers, no 
one knew about the meets until a few 
days before they were actually held at 
Asbury Park in Albany and Medford 
Motocross Park in Medford. 
Consequently, in areas heavily 
populated with motocross riders of high 
school age, only 45 showed up at 
Medford and less than 30 at Albany. 
Apparently a feeble attempt was made 
for a qualifier of sorts in the Portland 








area but no information could be 


obtained on it. 


To quote Yamaha International's 
advertising .... “As contenders for the 
state Championship, you'll get the 


chance to compete in one of four 
events: 100cc, 125cc, 250cc and Open 
in Beginner, Junior and Expert Classes. 
Top finishers will receive scholarships, 
trophies and prizes.” Unquote. Yamaha 
dealers faithfully announced the news 
and to quote Yamaha International 


again .... “eligibility requirements: 
Oregon students, grades 9-11.” 
Unquote. 


Suspicions were aroused when riders 
began to receive their packets of forms 
and information (two of which had to 
be notarized) and supposedly, three pit 
passes. Those passes were not in half of 
the packets but it really didn’t make 
any difference because they weren’t 
needed anyway. Also, in those packets 
was the good news... . clarification of 
just which top finishers would receive 
scholarships: the Experts only, and only 
the top rider in those Expert classes. A 
call was placed to Yamaha International 
at Buena Park about the pit passes and 
the advertising which led most to 
believe the top finisher in classes and 
their divisions would receive 
scholarships. The man himself was out 
of town but a secretary informed us 
that it was not specified in the 
advertising which top finishers would 
receive scholarships and therefore was 
not false advertising. 

Kids readied bikes, parents had 
papers notarized, schools furnished 
proof that John or Joe or Sam were 
students in their establishment, piggy 
banks were cracked open and we all 
headed for Portland. That’s when things 
got a bit more weird! When qualified 
qualifiers from central and southern 
Oregon arrived at the track, they found 
that Portland area kids had simply gone 
to a Yamaha dealer, picked up the 
information sheets and they were 
qualified. No meets, no rigamorole, no 
nothing. Hardly fair for those in the two 
areas who had to go through two-day 
events to earn the right to ride at 
Portland. But on the second 
day .... boy, that did it! 

Since there were barely 50 riders on 
Saturday for the 100 and 250 classes, 
everyone there was asked to call all their 
high school buddies who rode the 125 
or Open classes and it was open sign-up 
for anyone who wanted to ride . . . even 
high school students from the state of 
Washington! The explanation for that, 


very simple. Quoting from the 
gentleman in charge from California, 
Mr. Tom Smith..... “they ride at this 


track all the time, they are so close and 
Oregon didn’t produce enough riders.” 

Let it be known right here and now 
that three weeks prior to this Yamaha 
bit, Honda hosted a similar meet and 
there were over three hundred riders 
each day of the two day event! So don't 
tell us we don't have enough Oregon 
riders! 

Saturday’s sign-in was only an hour 
late getting started and that wasn’t bad 
considering the first moto (which was to 
have started at 10:30) didn’t — until 
12:04 p.m. 

It was rip-city in the snacks 
department, too — 25¢ for candy bars, 
75¢ or $1.10 for hot dogs depending on 
whether you wanted tiny or regular size, 
60¢ for small cokes and $1 for large 
ones, 25¢ for a couple of swallows of 
coffee, etc. etc. "Course that couldn't 
have been the fault of Yamaha. They 
were running the racing, not the 
concessions. 

Lest we forget, what the kids worked 
so hard for....the scholarships, 
trophies and prizes. We never saw prize 
one, of any kind, nor were any 
mentioned. The trophies were 
mislabeled plus the fact that they must 
have been in a wreck on the way to the 
track because two that we know of 
came apart in the rider’s hands. Three 
trophies were paid in each class division 
no matter how many riders. There was 
one trophy worthy of a Yamaha 
International High School Motocross 
Championship, a gorgeous thing that

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went to the school with the most rider 
points, although individual school 
points were not mentioned anywhere in 
Yamaha’s advertising. Medford High 
Schools in Southern Oregon took that 
trophy home, only fitting considering 
all the work and the great distance. 

The. scholarships? .... well, 
according to a couple of dealers, 
Yamaha International quoted to them 
thousand dollar scholarships, leading 
them to believe and to state to the kids, 
that top finishers would receive 
thousand dollar scholarships. It was a 
thousand dollars .... one, two hundred 
and fifty dollar scholarship to each top 
winner in the Expert class only, four 
classes, four times $250... $1,000. We 
searched through all the advertising on 
hand and absolutely no mention was 
made as to the amount of the 
scholarships, so the dealers were the 
ones who got chewed for that. 

One thing in that whole two-day 
event that is to be commended and 
praised . .. the riders themselves, 
whether Oregon or Washington. No 
matter what the conditions, these kids 
go and take the knocks and ride because 
they love the sport. And those that were 
there put on quite a show on the well 
kept track at Portland International 
Raceway. Eugene rider Sam Becker 
whipped around that tight track like it 
was a freeway and went home with a 
second place trophy in the Expert class. 
Yoncalla rider Jim Thorpe really 
straightened 'em out...he took first 
place. Medford's Larry Hooper learned 
the hard way that you shouldn't 
hot-dog over a jump but he still copped 
the top 250 Expert slot. Glendale rider 
Wendell Diltz took home a third place 
in the 250 Juniors despite riding a moto 
and a half with a broken bone in his 
foot. 

There was one other injury, an 
unidentified rider was hurt when during 
the start of the 125 Juniors, a front 
place rider in the class of 18 bobbled 
over the jump sending riders down, 
riders over the edge and others down on 
top of them. We were unable to learn 
the extent of the boy’s injury. 

Brad Turnadge from The Dalles 
couldn’t be shaken loose of first place in 
the 250 Novice and he went all the way. 
125 rider Ken Ringer from Gaston was 
holding a rippin’ lead in his first moto 
and guess what he did? He ran out of 
gas! Couldn’t get a comment from him 
but his Mom had plenty to 
say ... words like ‘‘justifiable 
homicide !” 

Medford dominated the Open classes 
with five of seven riders in the 
combined Junior and Expert classes. 
Gary Wilks gave Mark Mattheisen a 
tussle but Mark got a one/one and then 
tangled in the Preston Petty starting 
cables. Mark was badly shaken when the 
cables caught the pipe in the 
bounce-back and the starter grabbed 
the red flag. Before the riders came back 
around, it was decided to let the race go 
on and Mark could just putsey around 
the 15 minutes because he had first 
place all sewed up. No one was very 
happy about that decision least of all 
Mark, who doesn’t like to putsey, 
period! 

It was announced in Medford that all 
profits from the MRA two-day qualifier 
would be taken to Portland and divided 
among those riders. signing in at 
Portland who had qualified on the 
Medford track, to help defray expenses. 
And MRA were as good as their word. 


17 winners 


at San Jose

SAN JOSE, CAL., JUNE 22 

Sportsman racers on the smooth 
San Jose half-mile barely missed 
the 400 mark in numbers with 17 
classes receiving either a beautiful 


trophy or some money for the opening 
of Semi-pro season. 
The three big Expert classes were 








won by Rick Delacy, 250 Expert, 
Rodger Slack, 360 “A”; and Steve 
Carrillo taking the “B” portion by a 
ton. The entire show went off without 
too many problems and despite a late 
start; it was completed just past five 
p-m. The only bad part of the day came 
when Kim Jorgensen got hit in the leg 
while running the Main and may have 
broken it. He is currently leading the 
Black Plate point series for scrambles 
and this little diversion may have been 
costly. 

With almost 60 entered in the 360 
class the Mains were to be split into six 
heats with dual paying Mains.

OSSA 250 
SUPER 
PIONEER

Because of the versatility of the Super Pioneer, we had the bike fitted 
with a dealer plate when we picked it up from Mid-Valley Cycles. From 
that point the bike was ridden all over town, just to see if the Ossa 
really was an all purpose machine. The Pioneer passed with flying 
colors. It cruises easily, handles well and has more than enough power 
to handle any situation you might run into. 

Another point in its favor is that it can be ridden out to your 
favorite play riding area. Jeff Wright used it quite a few times for trail 
riding. He would jump on the Ossa and ride off up Angeles Crest 
Highway, find a likely looking fireroad and flog it around for the 
afternoon. 

The power plant in the Super Pioneer follows the example set by 
Bultaco and Montesa, take your MX motor, detune it and put it in an 
enduro frame. What you have in this case is a street legal motocrosser 
that supplies ample horsepower but with the smoothness of larger 
displacement machinery. As the Pioneer sits now it will pull a top speed 
of about 75 mph, and it still retains very good hillclimbing ability. 

At a trim 207 pounds the Ossa is a real lightweight, our lady test 
rider, Lisa Wright, found the bike easy to handle, and had enough 
power to keep her happy. She also felt that the gold metallic paint job 
made the Ossa a real eye catcher. 

After dazzling all the locals, we 
decided to put it to the real test and run 
a fun enduro with it. The quiet motor 
really fools you. It has a lot of power. It 
has more than enough power for rocky, 
silty hills, but is still able to plonk along 
through the tight sections without 
loading up. 

The main reason I like the machine is 
the power range is great. The engine is 
the same as the Desert Phantom except 
a 32mm Amal carb (instead of the 36 
Bing), and of course the baffled pipe. 
Also it is geared higher, with a 43 tooth 
on the rear and a 13 tooth on the front. 
The flywheel is the same except for the 
ligħting coils. 

Suspension on the Super Pioneer is 
handled by Betor on both ends. Up 
front the forks do an excellent job of 
keeping the terrain from beating you to 
death. At the rear end the Betor shocks 
just barely get the job done. Sometimes 
the only thing that saves you are your 
own reflexes and the fine throttle 
response. Changing the shock oil and 
putting in some Bel-Ray shock oil 
would help dampening quite a bit. 

For most enduro runs the three 
gallon gas tank is more than adequate. 
Even though the tank holds that much 
pre-mix-it still retains that slender feel 
that makes it more comfortable to grab 
the tank with your knees or slide up on. 

Pirelli tires at both ends, where the 
rubber meets the road. Although when 
it comes to replacing them Cheng Shin 
ISDT tires will do a very good job for a 
more reasonable price. 

Some of the trick little things that 
Ossa has added on after quite a bit of 
testing at ISDT Qualifiers and National

enduros are rubber mouting the speedo 
so that it doesn’t vibrate itself right off 
the bike. Cables bridge the foot brake 
and shifter to keep bushes from helping 
you make sudden changes of direction. 
A fiberglass air box is mounted high up 
under the seat so that it is not easily 
drowned out in deep_ water. 
Aircraft-type self-locking nuts and bolts 
are found all over the motorcycle to 
keep it from disassembling itself. 

Ossa has taken a proven power plant 
and assembled a well tested 
enduro-ISDT Qualifier type motorcycle 
around it to come up with one of the 
best all around bikes around today. 
Considering how much gas is starting to 
cost today a bike like this can provide 
transportation as well as a few kicks off 
the road at a very reasonable price. o

MONOSHOCKER 


BOUNCE ©& ZAP

When Yamaha rolled out their Grand Prix developed monoshock 
suspension on their stock MX series bikes, riders and writers hailed it as 
a giant technical leap forward in long travel suspensions at an affordable 
price. This sent other manufacturers scrambling for ways to make their 
double-shocker bikes handle as well as the monoshockers over the 
rough stuff. Many companies have come very close, but for the money 
the monoshock still delivers one of the smoothest rides of any dirt bike. 

The idea of the monoshock is not new. The Vincent motorcycle 
used the basic idea back in the mid-fifties. Yamaha has done a 
considerable redesign of the product and wrapped it in a neater 


package. 


As a motocrosser, the Yamaha 250 MX comes off fairly well. It is 
very fast, handles well enough and most people will be happy with it. 
The place where the monoshocker really shines though is in the desert. 
The rear suspension smoothes out the nasty whoopers and the power 
available from the 246cc engine rushes you along. Let’s take a quick 


ride and see what it’s like. 


First you turn on the gas, then you spend two minutes fighting with 
the little choke rod, then you kick it over once or twice and with your 
sweaty paw twitching nervously on the throttle, it lights off with a 


defiant “Bbbrilnng.” 

The engine revs fast and gives a 
feeling of power that is second only to 
the feeling you get out on the track. 
Pulling out of corners, the Yamaha is 
quick, almost sudden. In fact, the 
explosive power takes some time to get 
used to. If you are not careful the rear 
tire will grab a big mouthful of mother 
earth and send the front end skyward. 
This method of exiting a corner is fine 
for dazzling your friends and impressing 
pit tootsies, but as an effective means of 
racing it leaves a little bit to be desired. 

Sunshine Yamaha in Orange, 
California managed to smooth out the 
beast in the Yamaha’s motor with some 
porting tricks that made the engine 
workable from around 3000 RPM. Also 
adding a spacer between the reed valve 
and the cylinder along with modifying 
the reed itself help to smooth out the 
powerband. 

In stock form the powerband is short 
and zappy, but combined with the close 
ratios in the transmission they propel 
you around the track quickly. Don’t 
expect to climb any hills without more 
than a normal amount of clutch 
slipping. 

As in the case with all Yamahas the 
transmission worked flawlessly. This is 
to say that it did not miss any gears and 
was smooth as butter. The only thing I 
did not like was that at times the close 
throw trans did not let you know if you 
were in a gear until you had let the 
clutch out. A little bit more room 
between gears would be a big help here. 
They have thrown a new shifter on this 
year that is somewhat shorter, but by 
the same token the part that your boot 
hits to shift the transmission is now 
wider which makes it much harder to 
miss. 

Now that we have talked about 
getting the bike moving in a forward 
direction, what happens when you want 
to stop? The answer is, all kinds of neat 
things. For one thing the front brake 
works extremely well. Its only 
shortcoming is that over rough terrain 
the lever pressure changes because of 
pull put on it by the cable guides. The 
rear brake works fine, as long as you 
take the rod off and bend it so that you 
don’t have as much leverage on it. When 
the brakes get wet they are a little 
spotty but they dry out quickly. 

Beyond all this stopping and going, 
how well does the suspension work? 
Let’s start at the rear end. If you have 
read any of the tests on the Monoshock

you already know that if you don’t 
weigh 230 pounds then you are going to 
have to have some work done to the 
shock unit to set it up for your weight. 
Sunshine Yamaha has all the tools and 
know how to handle any modification 
that you might desire on your 
monoshocker. 

Seeing as how I already weigh 230 
pounds the bike was already set up for 
me. In rough sections the monoshock 
really shows what it is about. Most of 
the time you don’t even know that you 
have just passed a series of holes. 
Whoop-de-doos are where you get your 
chance to make up time on the rest of 
the pack as they fight their way 
through. You just get yourself way back 
and keep the gas on. Keeping the gas on 
is the only way the monoshock works 
the best. You have to keep the rear end 
under load or else it’s going to bounce 
you around like an old DT-1l. This is 
definitely not a bike for the faint 
hearted or timid to ride. 

Acting as a foil to the excellent rear 
suspension is the poor front end. Most 
of the problems lie in the triple clamps 
which allow the front end to flex quite 
a bit and give off a good deal of high 
speed wobble. Another drawback in the 
front end department was the tendency 
to wash out. Playing around with tire 
pressure helped a bit, as did changing 
the fork oil and throwing in some 
Bel-Ray 20w. 

About the best thing you could do 
would be to invest in either a Bob 
Ottow Gas/Oil fork kit ($14.95) or a

Terry Kit, available through Sunshine 
Yamaha. Both will get the bugs out of 
the front end and add much-needed 
fork travel. 

Throwing away the stock tires will 
also help your riding style immensely. 
We opted for Cheng Shins on both ends 
with a 4.50x18 ISDT model on the rear 
and a 3.50x21 on the front. This 
combination has proven very effective 
for most desert racers and we found it 
worked well on our test bikes. 

With the addition of the better tires 
the bike handled very well, especially in 
deep sand. At low speeds the Yamaha 
turns well and does not fight you as you 
guide it around the bends. As we said 
earlier the high speed handling leaves a 
little bit to be desired but you learn to 
live with it. 

Rider comfort has always been very 
good on Yamahas and the monocrosser 
is no different. If you are sitting down 
the excellent seat assists in adding cush 
over the rough parts of the track. And if 
you like to spend most of your time 
standing up, the footpeg position is just 
right so that you don’t feel like you are 
bending over and grabbing at the bars 
somewhere down around your ankles. 

Craftsmanship on the 250 
monocrosser is very good. Some of the 
nice little touches like threads in the 
fork legs for the front axle or good solid 
electrics make the Yamaha worth the 
money you are laying out for it. 

Some things you might want to do to 
the Yamaha to make it a little more 
liveable might be: drilling out the 


mounting holes in the cases and putting 
in aircraft quality bolts will take away 
that annoying buzz that you feel in the 
handlebars. Also throwing a pair of 
Inter-Am bars on might make your arms 
last longer in those 40 minute motos. 
Add that little tab onto the choke so 
that you don’t have to wage the battle 
of the grip every time you want to start 
from cold. Buy a better silencer so that 
your neighbors will talk to you again. 
Little things like this are all you need to 
do to make the Yamaha 250 Mono 
more fun than it already is to ride. e

The galleries are unusually crowd- 
ed this day in the U.S. House of 


Representatives, 


as the House 


leadership, in a rare, though not 


unprecedented move, has yielded 
20 minutes for a special debate on 
certain aspects of the California 
Desert Wilderness Act of 1990, al- 


ready passed by the Senate. Two of 
California’s Congressmen have pulled no 
small amount of strings to get segments 
of floor time in this debate. The 
Honorable Kenneth Roberts of Modesto 
is speaking: 

“...that to deny access. to 
ground-effect vehicles (or GEVs) in all 
Federally administered Mojave Desert 
lands through a blanket wilderness 
designation is unfairly discriminatory, 
and an example of poor land 
management, being in effect, a refusal 
to manage at all. 

“In California alone, there are over 
two million registered GEV owners. 
These people must be provided for in 
any kind of intelligent land-use 
planning. I might also take this 
opportunity to insert into the record a 
survey which indicates that GEV 
recreationists spend over 1.2 million 
dollars each weekend in desert 
communities. There should have been 
an in-depth economic analysis made of 
this act as to the loss of this commerce 
to desert economies, pursuant to the 
provisions of the Economic 
Stabilization Act of 1984, as amended. I 
submit there has not been full and 
satisfactory analysis of the economic 


impact. 

“Surely we must modify the 
authority of the Bureau of Land 
Management to properly regulate GEV 
use in the California desert. These 
tax-paying citizens deserve some fair 
share of the recreational resources in the 
desert, and this can be guaranteed with 
proper management. But a blanket 
closure? A designated wilderness? I 
assure my colleagues in this House that 
the GEV enthusiasts will never stand for 
it.” 

A red light blinked on Congressman 
Roberts’ console, signifying a request 
for exchange of debate time. The liquid 
crystal annunciator lit up with coded 
symbols indicating the sources. 

“Mr. Speaker, I yield two minutes on 


exchange to my colleague from 
Barstow.” 
“The chair recognizes the 


Congressman from California, Mr. James 
Fishback.” 

“I wish that my colleague from 
Modesto, as well as others in this House, 
lived closer to the desert, as I do, and 
could see first-hand the havoc caused by 
GEVs, managed or not. Laymen view 
these things as ‘riding on a cushion of 
air’. Unfortunately, this ‘cushion’ is 
actually a powerful recirculating draft 
from the vehicle’s lift fans, which blasts 
away topsoil down to hardpan or rock 
underneath the craft. Even with dust 
shrouds and recirculation filters, these 
things kick up amounts of dust that 
would have been unconscionable 25 
years ago. 

“The big ones, that sleep six and 
carry four lift fans, leave a swath 30 feet 
wide wherever they’ve been. And 
because they travel on their cushions 
from six inches to two feet off the 
ground, there’s no pretense of confining 
them to existing vehicle routes; they can 
travel anywhere the gradient is 25% or 
less. And the sports models with 
auxilary propulsion units (APUs) can 
climb practically any existing grade. 

“Let’s face it, gentlemen — they leave 
a shambles of the ground where they’ve 
been. By all precedent in land-use 
planning, the desert has been recognized 
and confirmed as a primitive, relatively 
unspoiled area. The claimed rights of 
these people must be abridged in the 
public interest to preserve this area for 
the kind of wilderness recreational 
experience this land will best support. 
As a designated wilderness, it should be 
closed to all visitation other than foot, 
horse, or primitive motorcycle in order 
to preserve this rare and fragile 
resource.” 

“What’s a 


‘primitive motorcycle’, 


Jim?” 


“Order, please, the gentleman from 
Barstow, California has the floor.” 

“No matter, Mr. Speaker, I yield the 
floor for that one question, even if it 
was ill-considered. In answer, I say come 
on, Ken, quit trying to muddy the 
water. You and I both can quote the 
definition word-for-word, in all its 
technical complexity, as contained in 
applicable sections of the Compromise 
Land-Use Act of 1980. As well, you and 
I both know that no such compromise is 
possible in this case. | ask you — what is 








a ‘primitive GEV?” There’s no way such 
_an animal can be defined in terms of the 
1980 Compromise.” 

“Good God, Jim. Do you realize 
what we're doing? Has it been that 
longir” 

And the two men stood transfixed, 
their eyes meeting across the aisle that 
separates the Constitutional and 
Libertarian sides of the House. Then 
they both began to laugh, softly a wry 
chuckle that grows into uncontrollable, 
racking fits of laughter that bring tears 
to their eyes. When the laughter finally 
subsided, leaving them, both physcially 
drained, the tears remained.

Remember when I first wrote of 
the West Coast Invitational Scram- 
bles I was a bit unhappy that the 
minis had not been included in the 
classes? Well minis, you get to go, 
so start making your plans for 
October 18th in Tulare. 

Scrambles steward Clyde Reese came 
out to the Jackrabbits night run and we 
roosted up in the stands and had a long 
chat, and Clyde has really been working 
overtime trying to get this thing going. 
When the initial plans for the event were 
made it was thought that only experts 
would get a bid for a place in our 
District team. Well, I immediately (with 
my mind) thought of all the expert 
riders who had not been really 
supporting scrambles this year who 
would suddenly show up and want to 
ride this glamor run and thought some 
unkind thoughts to myself about it. 
Apparently the stewards did too and if 
you are a top running junior you may 
get a place. After all, if you’ve been 
racing District races all year you should 
come before an expert who hasn’t 
shown up at all this season or maybe 
only raced once or twice. 

Unhappily, scrambles interest is still 
in a slump, and we need some help. A 
look at the District calendar shows 
we're in sorry shape. If it wasn’t for 
Sandak you District scrambles riders 
would have had four runs to date. Four! 
Two Jackrabbits, a Gripster and a 
Hilltopper run, the last two clubs 
cancelling their second run and a glance 
at your calendar will show the other 
clubs who bombed out on you, 
Huntington Beach and the Powder 
Puffs. So here we are in June with two 
more point runs. 

Points will be given for the remaining 
GP’s of course, but should Simi Valley 
cancel... ! So what's wrong. For what 
its worth here are a couple of 
observations from me. 

Clyde made the observation that 
riders today are not club oriented. How 
true. There was a day once when to be- 
long to a top scrambles club was an honor 
and you paid your dues to your sport 
by belonging to one and helping to 
throw your share of the races. Clubs 
were a lot of fun in those good old days 
and a lot of them held their meetings in 
bars and a very good time was had by 
all. Nowadays, many of our top riders 
aren't even old enough to step in a bar. 
Youth may be riding but, unfortunately 
youth isn't contributing much to keep 
the sport going. 

Another thing is that District runs 
have to compete with a lot of other 
races for rider dollars. Riders no longer 
have to race District or not at all. There 
are night races at all the tracks, or 
daytime ones too, all taking money 
away from pure AMA District 37 races. 














The AMA itself isn't entirely 
blameless either. I think the big boys 
did a disservice to the District clubs 
when they did away with certain license 
requirements. An expert or high junior 
rating was required by the AMA before 
you could obtain your professional 
license. Just ask old-timer stewards like 
Sam Crooks or Dick Kouns how many 
letters they wrote on behalf of a young 
rider making his license application to 
show that rider had paid his dues by 
coming up through the ranks in 
AMA-sanctioned sportsman races. 

That requirement, was to me, a 
safeguard and established the fact that 
the rider sitting alongside you on the 
line your first race as a professional 
novice had the same training you had 
and you were at least equal there. Now, 
if you are so inclined and are sixteen 
years old you can have daddy buy you a 
flat-tracker and just go at it. Yeah, 
that’s a bit far fetched, but I know of a 
guy who got a professional license 
without ever riding a race so how would 
you like to honk into Ascot’s turn one 
with him next to you? 

Now before people start getting mad, 
yes I know riders who have come from 
tracks like Corona who are well trained 
and with plenty of experience but that 
isn’t keeping District 37 scrambles going 
and that’s what we are talking about 
now, and we're looking for causes of 
this malaise. 

Some of the District clubs ain't (sic) 
blameless either and I'm not going to 
mention names, but you know who I 
mean. We don’t have big rider turnouts 
anymore and just because you can’t 
make enough money after expenses for 
something or other; like throwing a 
desert event doesn’t mean to say you 
shouldn’t support the scrambles. And 
from the way things are going in the 
desert you may find yourselves back on 
the tracks again and don’t think we 
won't forget either! Both the Burtons at 
Perris and the Fortunes at Elsinore have 
told me they wouldn’t see a club go in 
the hole for a race if they could help it 
by even refunding part of the track rent 
if necessary so don’t bring that one up 
as an excuse. 

An observation was made that the 
AMA-pilot program at Ascot didn’t help 
District clubs either because a rider 
might then decide to spend his riding 
dollar there (and we all know money is 
tight) and not at a District-sanctioned 
race. Maybe. Rider support was bad 
there too. 

In the course of all this going on 
we've had some interesting 
conversations and here is what is on 
deck now. On deck mind you, not yet 
in the arena. Would you, as a District 
scrambles rider ride a sportsman race at 
Ascot for District points? 

So now it’s your turn. Chub Kellum, 
who by vote is the favorite referee of 
the pros for the whole country, is 
willing to help in co-ordinating this 
thing but we have to know what you, 
the rider think of it. 

Clyde and, no doubt, Diane Connolly 
the other scrambles steward will have to 
make a pitch to the Sports Committee 
for such an event to be thrown and I 
will, of course, help in any way possible, 
including bitching at you if you don’t 
care enough to do something about this 
sorry state of affairs. 

At the last National a neat chap from 
up north said hello and that he enjoyed 
reading my stuff and that we should 
move up there. Northern scrambles 
aren’t in any troubles.

in California.” That was a recent 


quote 


Springsteen’s mechanic after the 


rookie’s first National win at 
Louisville. 
The statement, like many 


others, may have been made during a 
burst of joy in the winner’s circle and it 
may backfire in the next few weeks. 

Perhaps the mechanic should have 
added Washington state to the list as the 
red hot combination of Springsteen, 
Harley and mechanic have to get by the 
July 12th Castle Rock TT National, and 
the Ascot TT National two weeks later. 

The same mechanic was heard to say 
after the Harrington, Delaware victory, 
the second straight by the kid from 
Michigan, “We will soon be Number 
One!” 

Springsteen has been a half mile 
specialist since he first started his racing 
career. It is true that he did an 
acceptable and perhaps surprising job at 
the Houston TT National earlier this 
year but he was by no means a 
contender for the win. 

Like most racers, Springsteen is 
somewhat modest in front of a 
microphone, but his mechanic has not 
been noted for loss of words since the 
start. of last season. It could mean 
trouble at Castle Rock and Ascot in 
July. 

At a glance the Castle Rock course 
looks simple. Two years ago it recorded 
over 30 spills during the National 
program. It’s a track that can bite you 
hard and, like Ascot, there are always a 
that make the 
program, ride over their head, and 
knock hell out of the Grand National 
troops. 

It was at Castle Rock last year that 
Gary Scott started his three-in-a-row 
win streak. It was at Castle Rock that 
Kenny Roberts got knocked off the 
track on the first lap of the Main, 
remounted and fell off trying too hard 
to catch the flying Scott. 

Scott heads for Castle Rock leading 
the National standings by over one 
hundred and sixty points. It's the first 
time in three years that Roberts will not 
be leading the National standings at 
Castle Rock. 

In over 10 years of National racing at 
Castle Rock only Sonny Burres, who 
won in ?'71, and Chuck Joyner, the 
victor in ?'73 have scared the 
Californians. 

Unlike Castle Rock, Ascot has sharp 
left and right hand turns and that 
famous jump that nobody east of the 
Mississippi has ever been able to go over 
the fast way.

Gary Scott, who now lives in Ohio, is 
also the defending champ at Ascot. But, 
perhaps the most astounding thing 
about the Ascot TT is -- Kenny Roberts 
has never won a TT race there since he 
joined the Expert ranks! It's a fact. 

So it appears that after nearly four 
years of trying, Scott will, if he runs 
true to form, have a point lead by the 
end of July that Roberts cannot 
overcome. 

The two July events will also serve to 
bring Springsteen back down to earth 
and show him that rookies have to learn 
how to ride all events under the present 
point system. 

The top 10 National points riders 
will receive their first Camel Pro Series 
payoff, totaling $14,000, the day after 
the Ascot National at a special gathering 
of riders, industry reps and the press in 
nearby Torrance. It should be a breath 
of fresh air for Scott when his name is 
called first, instead of second. 

Again this year, Scott is proving that 
you don't have to win them all, or 
compete in road races, to be a 
contender or even the point leader. 

Roberts is riding harder than ever 
and gaining fans by his efforts in spite 
of the fact that he has pocketed the 
most money the last two seasons. He 
may have gained more fans in losing 
than he did by winning the last two 
years. 

Kenny turned in a brilliant ride at 
Harrington, coming from dead last on 
the first lap, running way back at the 
halfway mark and then nearly taking 
third away from Scott at the finish. 

Now as the riders head for the July 
Nationals, Scott is in the driver’s seat 
and Kenny is the one that has to play 
catch-up. The tables are turned. Gary 
never, gave up these past years and 
Kenny won't either. 

But the young man with the roughest 
way to go may be Jay Springsteen who 
is caught right in the middle of the best 
point race in years. He's also caught 
with a batch of National points heading 
into strange territory called TT racing at 
two completely different tracks where 
no quarter is given by at least two dozen 
riders that can ride one or both 
blindfolded. 

Scott knows he has to build his 
current lead as the next National is the 
Laguna Seca road race August 20. If all 
goes according to form he can sit and 
watch — just like he did at Daytona 
earlier this year. If it doesn’t, he’s in a 
heap of trouble.
